THE UTTAR PRADESH CANTONMENTS (CONTROL OF 
RENT AND EVICTION) (REPEAL) ACT, 1971

An Act to provide for the repeal of the Uttar Pradesh Cantonments 
(Control of Rent and Eviction) Act, 1952. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-second Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Uttar Pradesh Cantonments (Control of 
Rent and Eviction) (Repeal) Act, 1971.

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2. On and from the date on which the United Provinces (Temporary) 
Control of Rent and Eviction Act, 1947 is extended by notification under 
section 3 of the Cantonments (Extension of Rent Control Laws) Act, 1957, 
to the cantonments in the State of Uttar Pradesh, the Uttar Pradesh Can¬ 
tonments (Control of Rent and Eviction) Act, 1952 shall stand repealed. 
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3. (I) The repeal of the Uttar Pradesh Cantonments (Control of Rent lO of 1952 . 
and Eviction) Act, 1952 by section 2 shall not affect— 

(a) the previous operation of the said Act or anything duly done 
or suffered thereunder; or 

(b) any right, privilege, obligation or liability acquired, accrued 
or incurred under the said Act; or 

(c) aqy penalty, forfeiture or punishment incurred in respect of 
any offence committed against the said Act; or 

(d) any investigation, legal proceeding or remedy in respect of 
any such right, privilege, obligation, liability, penalty, forfeiture or 
punishment as aforesaid, 

and any such investigation, legal proceeding or remedy may be instituted, 
continued or enforced and any such penalty, forfeiture or punishment 
may be imposed as if the said Act had not been repeated. 

(2) Subject to the provisions contained in sub-section (1), anything 
done or any action taken under the Act repealed by section 2 shall be 
deemed to have been done or taken under the corresponding provisions of 
the United Provinces (Temporary) Control of Rent and Eviction Act, 

1947 extended by notification as provided in that section to the canton- uniiou 
ments in the State of Uttar Pradesh and shall continue to be in force ac- 
cordingly unless and until superseded by anything done or any action of 1947 . 
taken under the Act so extended.

Art Act to prevent InsultsTo NationarHonour. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-second Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Prevention of Insults to National 

Honour Act, 1971. extent. 

(2) It extends to the whole of India. 

2. Whoever in any public place or in any other place within public insulno 
view bums, mutilates, defaces, defiles, disfigures, destroys, tramples upon 

or otherwise brings into contempt (whether by words, either spoken or Flag and 
written, or by acts) the Indian National Flag or the Constitution of India 
or any part thereof, shall be punished with imprisonment for a term India, 
which may extend to three years, or with fine, or with both.
